“ To eat 
cro w ” is defined 
™ I the American College Dictionary7 
as “to be compelled to do or say 
something extremely unpleasant 
or humiliating.” In popular usage 
it implies backing down, revers­ 
ing your position, admitting an 
error. 
A recently published book le g ­ 
ends and Lore From Missouri, by 
Earl A. Collins, relates an inci- 
dent which the people of the 
Ozarks think started the expres­ 
se s. W hen big himb« ring opera­ 
tions wore going on in tile Oz­ 
arks, there was in one camp a 
husky giant called Jim, who had 


half horse, half alligator sort of 
man. raised a pet but gore- wild, 
who could whip bis weight ii. . 
wildcat s. 
One day a lanky mountaineer j 
c a m e to camp and ask oil 
for . 
work. 
He was put in the same 
crew with Jim. Jim immediately 
began taunting him about his I 
lack of skill with the ax, his 
lanky appearance, and his appar­ 
ent timidity. 
Finally he threat­ 
ened to lick him. 
The 
youngster’s 
only 
reply 
was, “Jest try it.” 
Jim put down his ax, shouting, 
“ I can whop you in three min­ 
utes.” Just then a flock of crows 
flew over, and Jim added, “ Or 
I ’ll eat crow.” 
Jim had misjudged his man; 
the mountain boy not only knock­ 
ed him down, but kept pommeling 
him until he promised to make 
good his boast and eat cr o w . The 
next day, the boy killed a crow, 
had the camp cook roast it, set it 
before Jim, and stood over him 
until ho had eaten ii. Jim left 
ramp in humiliation.

Missouri and eventually over the 
United States.
